Claims: 

In response to the rejection of claims 1-20 under 35 U.S.C. 1 12 and under 35 U.S.C. 102 
and to clarify some of the points made below, applicant wishes to amend Claims 1,5, and 
13 as follows. 

1 . (currently amended) A rigid, cycle seat clamping assembly for attaching a seat to 
a cycle comprising three links, a first of said three links having a conventional 
cycle seat post portion configur e d for attachment to the cycle at one end , a second 
of said three links having a cycle seat clamping structure, each of said three links 
being attached to each other in a triangular truss like truss configuration. 

2. (previously presented) The seat clamping assembly of claim 1 further comprising 
angular position adjustment means for adjusting angular position of said seat. 

3. (previously presented) The seat clamping assembly of claim 1 further comprising 
horizontal position adjustment means for adjusting horizontal position of said

horizontal offset adjustment means for adjusting horizontal offset of said seat 
clamping assembly.
